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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to a preliminary amendment filed on Dec. 19, 2005, the applicants have 
canceled claim 24 and furthermore, have amended claims 1-21, 25 and 26. 

2. Claims 1-23, 25 and 26 are now pending in the application.
